Another Scandal at the United 
States Naval Academy Fol- 
lows Close on the Meri- 

wether Affair. — 


TWO MAY BE DISMISSED, 


Still a Third Cadet Attacked by 
Paralysis; May Be Bue to 
tze Persecution of 


Annapolis, Md., Dee. 13.—~[Special.}—The 
midshipmen at the United States naval 
academy have resumed haging in the most 
violent form. 

Midshipman Jerdone F. Kimbongty from 
Tennessee, was found uncons¢ious in his 
room this morning after being hazed by 
upper classmen. 

As @ result of the affair Midshipmen Tren- 
more Coffin Jr. of Nevada and Warren A. 


Vandeveer of New Jersey have been sus- 


pended. Within an hour after their sus- 
pension. Rear Admiral Sands hed sent to the 
navy department at Washington his recom- 
mendation for their final punishment. The 
penalty for hazing is dismissal. 


Another case of possible hazing came to i 


the attention of naval academy officers to- 
day when Midshipman Henry G. Cooper of 
North Carolina was stricken with paralysis 
in the classroom. He de in the hospital, and 
denies that he had been hased, but it is 
well known that midshipmen will go to any 
length to protect their persecutors. 


Head Down Till Unconscious. 

The hazing of Mi n Kimbough is a 
particularly eggravating tase in view of 
the pledge given by all midshipmen to Rear 
Admirai Brownsen to give up hazing. 

Young Kimbough was hazed by upper 
classinen in his room last night. The meth- 
ods used were the compulsion of long con- 
tinued exercises, producing extreme fatigue, 
and most dangerous in their tendencies, 
Among other things Kimbough was com- 
pelled to stand on his head, get down and 
straighten up again continuously for ten 
minutes. It was this which fipally produced 
his unconsclousness. 

It is not known how long Kimbough was 
hazed. He was found unconscious ahd the 
affair was at once r 

Rear Admiral Sands at once ord 
vestigation by a board of off 

Kimbough, after he recovered in the hos- 
pital, refused to divulgé the names of his 
persecutors. Midshipman Coffin, however, 
was practically caught in the act, and Mid- 
shipman Vandeveer vas duty in such 
a eee that he must have been aware of

After the Meriwether court martial, Rear 
Admiral Sands appointed an invéstigating 
board to look into the academy customs that 
were contrary to regulations or laws of the 
United States. It was composed of Lieut. 
Commanders B. C. Decker, E. H. Durell, 
H. A. Wiler and C. B. McVay Jr., all at- 
tached to the department of discipline of the 
academy. Midshipman Kimbough was be- 
fore this board some days ago and was com- 
pelled to tell some things which offended the 
upper classmen. 


Puzzle in Cooper’s Case. 

The case of Midshipman Cooper is a puz- 
sling one. He was at recitation this after- 
noon when he was attacked by an almost 
complete paralysis of the right side, extend- 
ing from head to foot, and partly Affecting 
his vocal organs. 

He was removed to the hospital, and as 
soon as his condition warranted it he was 
closely examined as to anything he knew 


i which might have caused his condition. He 


stoutly denied that he had been hazed re- 
cently, and was not able to give any other 
explanation which would account for the at- 
tack, 

While the authorities are inclined to ac- 
cept his etatement, it is extremely hard to 
assign any likely cause for such a condition 
in a youth of 17 years except some external 
injury or strain. 

Young Cooper is much better tonight, and 
his complete reoovery is confidently ex- 
pected, 

Among those acquainted with naval acad- 
emy practices it has been known for some 
ume that extremely severe hazing has been 
going on for nearly a year past, So general 
ig the practice that serious disturbance to 
the studies of the under classmem has. re- 
sulted, and many failures are expectéd at 
the semi-annual éxaminations in Februfry 
on this account. 


Meriwether Is Reprimanted. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—In execution 
of that portion of the sentence of Midshipman 
Minor Meriwether Jr., requiring that he be 
“* publicly reprimanded by the secretary of 
the navy, Secretary Bonaparte has ad- 
dressed the following letter to Midshipman 
Meriwether at Annapolis: 

“Sir: You have been duly convicted of 
violating clause 8 of article VIII of the arti- 
Gles for the government of the navy, by in- 
sulting and subsequently assaulting one of 
your fellow midshipmen, and of conduct to 
the prejudice of goo@ order and discipline by 
engaging in a fist fight with the same mid- 
shipman. These offenses on your part have 
led to a calamity so clearly unforeseen by 
you and so distressing that no words of re- 
proof can be needed to make you feel their 
gravity. 

“Your disobedience to the laws of your 
country, your forgetfulness of the full import 
of your oath, your yielding to flerce and 
angry passions when tempted by a sense of 
wrong have borne fruits so bitter that your 
worst punishment has already been suffered. 

The merciful sentence of the court which 
trie you leaves you à member of the hon- 
orable profession you have chosen. In that 
great school of self sacrifice and obedience 
@ life useful to your country will, iy is hoped, 
atone for grave faults which have clouded the 

early years of your service. 

“You will acknowledge receipt of this 
letter, and it will be entered on your official

Lieut.-Col. Pettit Declares Democracy 
Can't Prod uee Soldiers. 


New York, Dee. 13.—[Special.}—Praising 
military organization under a monarch as 
ideal, and showing his contempt of the ameri- 
can army and its democratic methods, Lieut. 
Col. James 8. Pettit of the Eighth United 
States infantry delivered a radical and 
startling address today before the Military 
Service Institution of the United States on 
Governor’s island. 

He said the United States military pol- 
ey is so bad that the safety of the coun- 
try is due solely to the watchful care 
of Providence, He made many sarcastic 
comments on the army, took a fling at Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in analyzing his system, and 
pointed out the weak spots in proposing a 
larger standing army. 

Col. Pettit has a reputation as a writer on 
military affairs. His latest essay is “How 
far does democracy affect the organization 
and discipline of our armies, and how can 
ite influence be mést effectually utilized?’ 


Seathing Paper Wines Prize. 

This was submitted in competition with 
other papers by members cf the military 
service institution and received a prize. It 
was read today before the organization. 

“Men who do not think of taking their 
watches to a blacksmith for repairs or their 
sick to a tailor for treatment, said Lieut. Col. 
Pettit, ‘‘ complacently, yea, enthusiastically, 
send their sons and brothers to death under 
Officers utterly ignorant of war and the care 
of men in camp and in field and most of all, 
men selected for such commands accept 
them, knowing they are perfectly incompe- 
tent to administer them, and the hospitals 
goon bear grewsome testimony of their in- 
competency. 

“It is a self-evident proposition that a 
democracy, based on the will of millions 
of people, expressed through devious chang- 
ing channels, cannot be as skillful or as 
efficient in the conduct of military affairs as 
a monarchy headed by a, wise, powerful 
chief. The essence of military strength is 
‘one man power.’ 


Sees Good Only in Monarchy. 

A monarchy is more permanent and can 
therefore establish a fixed military policy, 
so necessary to the building up of an army. 
The sovereign is not fettered by the spoils 
system, nor indebted to politicians for his 
office. With our great monarchies the prob- 
lems of organization and discipline are easy. 
In these respects monarchical governments 
have the advantage. 

“On the other hand democrucie@-as a rule 
represent peace. Their proper military 
policy, thérefore, is preparation for de 
tense. 


In discussing the military tactics of the 
diferent ware engaged in by the United 
States, Lieut. Col. Pettit sald in every war, 
because of lack of discipline and ignorance of 
military @cience, the victories were won 
largely by luck. : 

Nation's Wars Won by Luck? 

He added: The safety and freedom of a 
country with auch a military policy are due - 
solely to the watchful care of Providence, 
and continued: The Spanish American war 
foun@ us in the same condition as in 1861. 
No army, no supplies. 

Providence again saved us. Our enemy 
was a cripple, and a few thousand fine regu- 
lar troops ended the war, while the raw levies 
were sweltering in torrid camps without 
enough discipline to keep them in sanitary 
condition and the administration having 
night-sweate over the political effect on the 
country until it relieved itself by harking 
back to the evils of the rebellion. -

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REFORM FOOTBALL IN PARKS. 


South Commissioners Take Steps 
to Protect “Tots” and Others. 


AFFECTS HIGH SCROOL.GAMES 


Athletic Direetor Told to Make and 
Enforce Radical Changes. 


It is for somebody to break the news to the 
intercollegiate football rules committee. Also 
to President Roosevelt, Walter Camp, and 
others who essay to reform the game by 
making changes to eliminate brutality. 

The South Park boardof Chicago has taken 
the lead in the matter. 

The park commissioners yesterday in reg- 
ular meeting. voted unanimously to instruct 
their athletic instructor to draw up rules for 
the game so that the young and untrained, 
little boys as well as older boys, can play it 
to their own edification and without peril to 
life or limb. 

The board declared that it was determined 
to supervise the games played in the parks 
and have them conducted as it finally should 
determine, regardless of what any college 
conference or rules committee should do. It 
was determined that the good points of the 
sturdy game should be retained.” 


Set Forth Their Views. 

The resolutions, the unanimous adoption of 
which decided the question, were introduced 
by Commissioner Henry G. Foreman, They 
are: 

‘‘ Whereas, Roughness and fatal brutality 
in football games, as played in America, have 
developed as a result of sharp competition 
among college elevens and high school elev- 


ens. 

“ Whereas, If this sturdy athAtic game is 
to be continued as an Ameri inatitution 
it will be necessary to eliminate the rough- 
ness and brutality now in evidence at many 
games. 

„ Resolved, That all football games here- 
after played om any ot the athletic flelds 
under the jurisdiction of the south park com- 
missioners be placed under the supervision 
of the athletic director. 

„% Resolved, That the athletic director be 
instructed to prepare during the winter 
months a practical scheme of supervision 
for park football games and to draft à sult- 
able code of rules by which brutality and 
unseemly roughness will be made impos- 
sible. 

„Resolved, That the athletic director re- 
port his scheme of supervision of rules and 
any recommendations he may see fit to make, 
to this board at its regular monthly meeting 
in April, 1906.” 

Wine Gridirons in the Parks. 

There are nine gridirons in the big parks 
under the board's supervision. Mr. Foremen 
outlined in a general way, leaving plenty 
ot room for Athletic Director De Groot to fill 
in the details, bis plan for revising the rules 
so that all of the grounds can be used by 
the different patrons of the pleasure grounds. 

„The trouble Is, said Mr. Foreman, that 
the present rules are not adapted to the 
majority of the players. They are suited, 
perhaps, to the husky men om the college 
teams. 

Not Suitable for “Little Tots.” 

“ But the spectacle of little boys trying te 
play the game under those same rules is 
ridiculous. Revised rules are urgent. We 
are going to régulate the game in the parks 
to suit ourselves, and the first consideration 

will be the welfare of the players. Our ab- 
tion necessarily, with our complex conditions 
and varied lassen of players using our 
grounds, will be independent of what is done 
by the college authorities and others who 
e e eee whey me See her 


On the gridirons im Washington and Jack-

RUSSIAN PREMIER PROCLAIMS 
FAITH IN TROOPS. 


Disaffection and Mutintes in Individ- 
ual Regiments Admitted, but Bulk 
ot the Military. Force Will Never 
Turn Against the Em peror—Prime 
Minister: Asserts That a Republic, 
if Set Up, Would Be Skot to e 
in Three Days. 


[BY CABLE.TO THE CHICAGO.-TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Dec. 14, 3 a. m.— A ne St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
sends a further installment of his inter- 
view with count de Witte Dec. 11. The 
prime minister, he says, admitted that there 
were disaffections and .mutinies in individual 
regiments, but insisted that no noteworthy 
section of the army had been seduced from 
loyalty to the czar. The zealous propaganda 


| of the revolutionisth had stirred men to re- 


volt against their officers, but he move- 
ment has never degenerated into infidelity 
against the czar. The premier instanced 
the occurrences at Sevastopol as proof of 
his statement, and declared it had been so 
elsewhere. National traditions, deeply root- 
ed, prevented the soldiers from transferring 
their allegiance. Count de Witte added: 

“ Supposing, for the’sake of argument, the 
democratic republicans succééd by some dar- 
ing coup in seizing the reins of government. 
They would be ruthlessly cut down by the 
imperial troops, who are knitted together 
with the ‘dynasty on the one hand, and with 
the nation on the other, by their loyalty 
to the czar. 

Republic Couldn't Live Three Days. 

“The idea of any government being or 
becoming disloyal subsisting even for three 
days amid the Russian people can-be enter- 
tained only by persons abroad who never 
have had an opportunity for studying the 
Russian national character, or by thought- 
less persons at home who are incapable of 
interpreting it. Nowhere in the world is the 
principle of hereditary monanchy so deeply 
rooted in the souls of the people as here.“ 

Count de Witte was emphatic in denying 
the reports of Russia's financial difficulties. 
He declared that these all were attributable 
to the revolutionists. Their statements about 
impending financial ruin and other damaging 
assertions receive currency in St. Peters- 
burg because in money matters the Rugsian 


They are then transmitted to foreign coun- 
tries, where they find credence among peo- 
ple who do not know Russia. Continuins. 
he said: 

“Ask the experts attached to the foreign 
embassies here, ask the foreign bankers and 
financiers who are in touch with this country, 
ask even the professional enemies of Russia 
who are continually endeavoring to inflict 
damage on her. Even they will tell youthat 
Russia's finances are placed on a sound basis. 

Panic Born of Falsehood. 

“The fall in stocks largely is due to these 
fabrications. The holders of Russian securi- 
ties have nothing whatgwer to fear. The 
recent panic was born of falsehoods of in- 
terested manipulators. 

“ There is not the slightest reason to fear a 
curtailment in the interest on the national 
debt. Russia never has had recourge to 
such an expedient and will not now. Specu- 
lators who are purchasing depreciated securi- 
tles 8 that full well and their knowledge 
is an‘ immediate source of wealth. 

“I am unable to conceive Russia being 
reduced to a condition when she will fail 
to discharge her obligations to foreign credi- 
tors. If our finances were not sound they 
never would have withstood the wholesale 
throwing of securities on the market by panic 
stricken Russians and interested foreigners 
and other formidable ordeals.”

JEWISH REFUGEES FROM RUS- 
SIAN CITY, REACH. BOSTON. 


Stories of Revolting Crucities of the 
Mobs, Egged On by the Police— 
15,000 Jews Killed in Three Dar 
Women and Children Thrown from 

Tops of Buildings—Those Who Es- 
caped Hid in Dark Cellars and Flee 
in the Night Time. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 18.—Leon Jacob Zioro- 
tin, an educated Russian Jew of Cdessa, who 
has arrived here. from Russia, says that 
15,000 Jews were killed in three .ays, with 
most terrible mutllation and torture. Cos- 
sacks and police aided tthe mobs in their 


deadly work, and men, women, and children 


were among the victims: 

ZAorotin, with his wife and 9 year old 
daughter, escaped by night from Odessa. 
They reached Libau by train, where they 
took ship for Liverpool, thence. coming to 
New York and Boston. e attributes his 
escape to the fact that he ears little re- 
semblance to a.Jew. Of his experiences he 


said:. 


Nov. 15 I was in my ouse, when a mur- 


mur arose as if from a mob. My wife and 
girl and myself waited, expecting every min- 
ute that the mob would break into our home 
and kill us. We looked out of the window, 
and saw children thrown from the top of 
buildings, and then, after the niothers’ ears 
and noses were cut off they also were thrown 
to their death. 
Police Egg On the Mob. 

The police had changed their uniforms for 

civilian dress and went around with the Cos- 


‘gacks and Christian mobs and pointed out 


the houses of the Jews. All of the Jewish 
people ran to their ‘celjars and were afraid 
to go into the streets. As it grew dark I 
took my wife and child with me and went 
into the street. All around were bodies of 
our people, some dying, and in various parts 
of the city soldiers were killing more people. 
Altogether there were 15,000 Jews killed in 
three days. 

One man with his family of six children 
was taken into the street, and after the 
children were killed in front of the father, 
the mob made the father put on the talix [a 
shroud used by the Orthodox Jews when 
praying] and made him kneel down and pray 
while they cut him to death. 

After passing all these terrible sights we 
tried to get a train to St. Petersburg, but 
there was none running there, so we boarded 
one for Libau. On the train we heard of ter- 
rible atrocities... One man sai@he went to the 
house of a well known Jewish physician, and 
after the physician claimed he was a Rus- 
sian, told him to make the Russian sign of 
the cross. The doctor tried, but was unable

Mr. Hughes recalled Mr. Fiske chiefly to 
question him in regard to a transaction be- 
tween dhe Metropolitan Life and the bank- 
ing fi of G. P. Butler & Co. On Feb. 7, 
1905, Butler & Co. sold the Metropolitan Life 
8,333 shares of Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern stock at 350. The books of the life 
insurance company show that the company 
bought 500 shares of the stock two days later 
at 300 a share. 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether it 
wasn't a fact that Vermilye & Co., the firm 
which handled nearly all of the Metropol- 
tan's investment business, bought these 3,333 
shares at 320 and sold them the same day to 
Butler & Co. at 340. Mr. Hughes asked 
further whether it wasn't a fact that Butler 
& Co. had sold the stock on the same day 
they purchased it to the Metropolitan Life 
at 3850 

Broker for One Deal Gets $16,665. 

Mr. Fiske said that the company had re- 
cently ascertained that these things had hap- 
pened. He said that the finance committee 
of the Metropolitan Life had authorized Will- 
lam A. Read to buy the Lake Shore securities 
ata price not to exceed 350. William A. Read 
igs head of the firm of William A. Read & Co., 
and was, up to the first of the year, a mem- 
ber of the firm of Vermilye & Co. President 
Hegeman of the Metropolitan has testified 
that Mr. Read was the company’s chief ad- 
viser on security investments. It has been 
brought out that the Metropolitan has made 
him special concessions in the matter of in- 
terest charges on loans, and that the bulk „f 
the company’s business has been done with 
his firm since he broke away from Vermilye 
& Co. It also has been brought out that Vor- 
milye & Co. made President Hegeman spe- 
cial concessions in interest charged on his 
account, and the checks were sent to him as 
a rebate, it was sald, because the firm wished 
to conceal the fact that it wag favoring Hege- 
man in preference to its other clients. 

Mr. Fiske admitted that Read and Butler 
& Co. had divided equally the profits made on 
the sale of the Lake Shore to the Metropol- 
itan, the profit on * 7 representing the 
difference between and 350. Read pock- 
eted $16,665 on the sale. 


Fiske Learns of Loss Too Late. 


Mr. Fiske said that the officers of the Met- 
ropolitan discovered this only a few days 
ago, and that they had told Mr. Read that 
they believed the money should go to the 
company. Mr. Fiske said that Mr. Read dis- 
agreed with him and said that he was ready 
at any time to explain the transaction to 
the committee. 

Mr. Hughes said that he had been informed 
that 500 shares of Lake Shore were sold on 
Feb. 6 for 320, and that the market price was 
considerably below what the Metropolitan 
paid. Mr. Fiske doubted this. 

Senator Dryden explained his views on the 
question of federal control of the life in- 
surance companies. He had felt fora long 
time such an arrangement would’ be a great 
advantage both to the policy holders and to 

the companies themselves. Senator Dryden 
admitted that the power of congress to regu- 
late the life insurance business is debatable 
and he said he was quite aware that the Su- 
preme court had held that life insurance was 
not commerce. 


Federal Control Only Hope Dryden. 


Senator Dryden declared that this country 
is now in respect to insurance as it was under 
the old federation in respect to commerce. 
He expressed the opinion that the evils could 
not be suppressed so. long as the companies 
are governed by Ny different laws in fifty 
different states, and that it was hopelese 
to try to accomplish anything toward uni- 
tormity and consistency until and unless the 
government establishes federal control. 

In regard to the proposition to limit the 
amount of insurance which any one com- 
pany should be allowed to write, Senator 
Dryden said that he believed the companies 
would get around this by organizing other 
companies and doing business under a differ- 
ent name. 

Senator Dryden testified that 70 per cent 
of the victims of the Slocum disaster were 
insured under industrial policies. About 
$83,000 in claims were paid. He declared the 
Prudential's building in Newark cost 88,878. 
129. It paid a dividend of more than 8 per 
cent on the investment. 

The fact was brought out that the financis! 
committees of the Prudential Life and the 
Fidelity Trust company, which owns close to 
a majority of the Prudential's stock, are 
com partly of the same persone, and 
that the Prudential has bought bonds from 
the trust company. 

Mr. Hughes brought out the fact that the 
policy hoiders of the Prudential since the 
institution was organized have paid in $287,- 
000,000 in premiums. Of this amount only 
$92,000,000 has been paid out in death claims. |

18.—-{Syecial.}—Following 
the decision of the Court of Appeals today 
denying the petition of the contestant for a 
recanvass of ballot bexes Hearst lawyers 
announced tonight that their next step will 
be to apply to the legislature for a law 
authorizing a full recount of the vote cast in 
the mayoralty election.

law or defeated. This bill, it was announced, 
will de presented in the first week of the 


session. f 

Before this course of action decided 
upon there was a conference Of Hearst law. 
vers and Hearst himself put in touch 
with the situation. Some of lawyers ad- 
vised asking a reargument of the case on the 
ground that prevailing opinion showed the 
judges overlooked some salient points This 
was Geenved inadvisable, however. 

Shearn Still Has Hope. 

This evening, after another conference on 
the matter, Mr. Shearn gave outa statement 
in which he said: 

“ The main object of this eontest has been 
to ascertain whether, in fact, the inspectors’ 
returns are true and to see that the certifi- 
cate of election is issued to the candidate 
who actually received the highest number 
of votes lawfully cast and lawfully counted 
While this decision places a great obstacle 
in the way, it necessarily does not now pre- 
vent, and I am confident it ultimately will 
not prevent the accomplishmem of our main 
purpose. Nothing but the destruction of the 
ballot boxes can prevent us from demon- 
strating to the people the frauds we know 
the boxes conceal. 

The most direct course to puraue will 
be to appeal to the legislature during the 
first weck of the January session for the 
enactment of a bill providing for a recount 
of all the ballots cast at the last elecion 
and now in the boxes. In view of the large 
number of convictions for election frauds 
and criminal cases in view of frauds in the 
count, demonstrated in three of the four 
boxes opened, to say nothing of evidence we 
shall be able to lay before the legislature 
im the shape of affidavits, it seems reasona- 
dle to expect that the legislature will enact 
such a law.“ 

A law such as the Hearst side will seek to 


have passed would be unprecedented, but the 


Hearst people seem to think it would be con- 
stitutional and could not be attacked as pos? 
facto. 


Court of Appeals Decision. 

Albany, N. T., Dec. 13.—{Special.)—The 
Court of Appeals today handed down a de- 
cisiom reversing both orders of Supreme 
Court Justice Amend in the Hearst mayoral- 
ty litigation and déclaring that ballot boxes 
which election officials declared on election 
night to be valid cannot be recanvassed. 

This decision of the Court of Appeals con- 
fines Hearst's efforts to wipe out Mayor Me- 
Clellan's 4,000 plurality to examination of the 
void and protested ballots. 

Judge Gray wrote the opinion of the Court 
of Appeals, in which Chief Judge Cullen and 
Judges O’Brien, Haight,. and Werner con- 
cur, while Judges Bartlett and n dis- 
sent. 

Agood reason may be found,” says J udge 
Gray, “for the noninterference of the court 
with the ministerial work of the election 
officers, in the higher necessity that the 
result of a public election should be promptly 
made known. It is a wiser policy that the 
result shall not be still left in uncertainty 
after its proclamation by the board of in- 
spectors at the close of the canvass. It is 
impolitic that the administration of govern- 
mental affairs should be permitted to be em- 
barrassed through the delays occasioned by 
a judicial reopening of the canvass at the 
instance of any defeated candidate. 


Honesty Should Be Assumed. 
“I think that the presumption should ob- 
tain, as to the proclaimed result of the elec- 


tion, that the election officers have performed |. 


their duties and that a defeated candidate 
should be left to such action at law, or other- 
wise, as may be appropriate, wherein to ques- 
tion it, as to the ballots counted without ob- 
jection. 

“If so important an exercise of a judicial 
power of supervision or review was intend- 
ed I think it should have been stated and not 
left to implication. I think it the sounder 
and the safer view to take of this law that, 
for the absence of unmistakable language, 
it should not be construed as permitting such 
judicial interference with election results as 
this order amounts to.“ 

Judges Bartlett and Vann, in their dis- 
senting opinion, imply that the decision of 
the majority involves “a construction that 
emasculates the ballot law, and, as it seems 


to us, ignores its plain provisions,”

All right, inspector, I will consent to go 
into court and confess to the murder of 
Maud Reese, if that is what you want. But 
it won't be true, for I didn’t do it?’ 

The statement was a surprise to the police 
officials. They said they were expecting 
either a continued denial or a confession of 
thecrime, Ali day Kendall had been watche4 
closely and nagged, and it seemed that he 

on the verge of a confession of some 
sort. Even the police declared that he was 
intensely nervous ahd seemed tired out. He 
would not look at any one, but kept his head 
bowed and his eyes on the floor when in 
Inspector Wheeler's office. 


Offer to “Confess” Displeases. 

The inepector noted in the early evening 
that Kendall was troubled about some 
thing. But the offer to “ confess’ did not 
please the officers, since it was coupled with 
a direct declaration that the ** confession ” 
would be a falsehood. : 

“We don't want any such statement as 
that from Kendall,“ eaid Wheeler. “If the 
man is guilty, we want to knowit. Wecan’t 
tell just what the significance of this state- 
ment is now. We will talk to bim again in 
the morning and see what he is willing to 
tell. The man certainly hae got something 
on hia mind that is troubling him. He 8

Ceaselessly Prodded During Day. 

The day was one of ceaseless prodding of 
Kendall. Among other things the prisoner 
achmtted he had another name—James De 
Globber. It ie sald he did not think It eu- 
phonious, and preferred Kendall. Then he 
admitted for the tenth time that he was a 
liar when he said he never had been on the 
north side. Then he confessed that he once 
had a 88 caliber revolver, which was the size 
of that which killed Ofiss Reese, 

That convinced the police that confession 
was at hand, so Inspector Wheeler slapped 
Kendall on the back (one report was that it 
was a “ friendly’ slap, but this point isin 
dispute), and said: 

Now clear up this case. Come, bea man. 
Tell us about the killing of Miss Reese. 

1 might have done a lot of things when 
drunk, but I know Ide t commit murder,“ 
anid Kendall, with an evasive air. 

It was after this statement that the man, 
who seems to have aged ten years in ten 
days, made the offer to own up to the killing 
which he didn’t do.“

BLIND gr IN KOPF CASE 


CORONER FINDS SECRET TUNNEL 
UNDER CLUB QUARTERS. 


Apparentiy Unused for Years and 
Said to Have Been Installed as “Get 
Away” for Gambling Reom Some 
Years Ago — Resident of Building 
Says at Least 2 Men Filed Through 
It After Stabbing at Ward BDiection 
—Inqguest on Tuesday. 


A secret exit through a tunnel under the 
headquarters of the Thirteenth Ward Re- 
publican club was made known to the police 
yesterday and furnished the opponents of 
State Seriator Frank C. Farnum another cir- 
cumstance upon which to base their charges 
of conspiracy in the club election which re- 
sulted in the death of John V. Kopf. 

In spite of the fact that the tunnel was 
built long before the club rented the room, 
that it apparently hag been unused for years, 
and that the Farnum followers claim to have 
known nothing of it, it is asserted that the 
subterranean way was to be used and was 
used asa get away by conspirators. 

Coroner Hoffman with Capt. Kelly of the 
Warren avenue station and Sergeant Land- 
ers, who was in charge of the police detail 
on election day, went to the club headquar- 
ters in the afternoon to get the lay of the 
land that the-asituation may be clear in 
the mind of the coroner at the inquest next 
Tuesday. 

Fails to Find “Peepholes.” 

Coroner Hoffman looked with some amuse- 
ment for the peephole partition behind which 
sluggers are said to have been concealed 
with a second ballot box, and, not finding 
anything of that description, was about to 
leave when Patrick Jordan, a sewer builder, 
living in a flat at 1458 West Madison street, 
came with the story that there was a secret 
exit from the place Capt. Kelly and 
Sergeant Landers knew nothing of this, and 
they followed Jordan to the tunnel. 

The ward club occupies the first floor of 
1460. Voters entered by the front door, 
passed back to the desk to deposit their bal- 
lots, and then turned through a door open- 
ing into the hallway between 1460 and 1458. 
A stairway to the upper floors occupies about 
half the width of this hall, and immediately 
back of the stairway is the exit from the 
ward clubroom. 

Tunnel to Rear Exit. 

Under the stairway ‘and beside the exit is 
a short, steep flight of steps, apparently lead- 
ing to the basement. Investigation shows, 
however, that instead of leading to a base- 
ment they lead to a brick tunnel three feet 
wide and six feet high. This tunnel extends 
back diagonally to the rear wall, where it 
end in a door which opens into a small area- 
way behind the building. 

The dust on the floor of the tunnel was 
hardly disturbed except by the feet of the 
inspecting party. The hinges on the rear 
door were rusty and worked with difficulty. 

Jordan declared that he was confident the 
club officials knew of the tunnel and that the 
plan at the election was to use it if trouble 
occurred. He stated that he knew at least 
two men had disappeared in the tunnel after 
Kopf was stabbed.

MAY HOSH CORRY SCANDAL 


MAGNATE BENDING BEFORE A 
STORM OF DISAPPROVAL. 


Members of Family to Hold Confer 
ence at Which Troubles Will Be 
Considered—Wite, Who Is in San 
Francisco Is Expected to Start East 
at Once—Millionaire in Pittsburg to 
Confer with Friends—Threat te In- 
volve Others.

Corey remained most of the time at the

arranged meetings were held. 


Mrs. Corey to Return. 

Mrs. Corey, who has been in San Francisco 
for several days with Miss Ada Corey, her 
sister-in-law and an ardent adherent, will 
start eastitomorrow of the next day, arriving 
here early next week. Upon receipt of this 
intelligerice Corey left for New York. 

It is understood that a réconciliation is un- 
Mre. Corey has been too deeply 
wounded.

Corey has been in this city conferring with 
friends.

The physical features of South Africa are 


not understood generaily in America. A nar- 
row foreshore, 500 or 600 feet above the sea, 
extends along the Indian ocean from Cape 
Town northeasterly, broadening toward Dur- 
ban and Lorenzo Marquez. This strip is well 
watered and highly productive. Behind it 
rises the coastal mountain range, which sep- 
arates the coast terrace trom the high ta- 
bleland of the interior. This tableland or 
veldt rises from 8,000 to nearly 6,000 feet 
above the sea and forms two-thirds of the 
great subcontinent of South Africa. 

This high plateau with its mountain range 
constitutes the dominant feature in the phy- 
siography of South Africa. An area of some 
700,000 square miles of this great upiand is 
recognized as a desert region; over the re- 
mainder the annual rainfall ranges from ten 
to thirty-three inches, most of it falling 
within a period of ninety days, The remain- 
der of the year is dry; most of the streams 
dry up, and the stunted trees and shrubs have 
a desperate struggle for existence. 

The veldt is like our Arizona without Ari 
zona’s possibilities for irrigation. Here and 
there in a little valley or kloof in the hills 
is a spring, and there also is the isolated 
farmhouse, with its garden and fringe of 
trees, a veritable winter oasis.

BIG ORE TRADE IS EXPECTED. 


Present Estimates Place Probable Pro- 


duction of Next Year at 88,000, 000 . 
Tons—Iron Market Good. 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 18.— The iron ore sit- 
uation continues to be of absorbing interest, 
says the Iron Trade Review. While there are 
various estimates for the probable production 
of ore for next year’s delivery, men of long 
experience in the trade do not hesitate to 
predict, if present prosperous conditions con- 
tinue, shipments next year will amount to 
38,000,000 tons. It is expected the steel cor- 
poration will ship 20,000,000 tons in 1906, and 
several large steel companies will require 
1,000,000 tons each. 

It is estimated that the dock facilities at 
lower lake ports will be capable of handling 
40,000,000 tons next year, but it is doubtful 
whether the railroads. will have cars and 
trackage sufficient to care for such a tre- 
mendous tonnage. Owing to a large number 
of contracts for new vessels, there will be no 
difficulty in transporting the additional ton- 
nage by lake. 

Certain independent interests, especially 
those which have purchased steel on con- 
tracts at lower prices than those now pre- 
vailing, are urging higher prices of finished 
products, but the United States Steel cor- 
poration is understood to be strongly op- 
posed to advances, and there is at present no 
probability of a general change on steel 
bars, structural steel, pipe, and. plates, al- 
though premiums occasionally will be paid 
for prompt shipments. The market for 
structural material in the east has shown 
increased activity. 

The scarcity of crude steel continued to be 
an important feature. In Chicago only one 
mill is offering billets for sale, and they are 
for forging purposes, at $35.00 per ton. There 
is danger of mill operations being seriously 
embarrassed, Construction work on open 
hearth furnaces at South Chicago ig being 
hurried to meet the urgent demand. 9
